PROF. TAYLOR ON THE DISEASE. 


The horse epidemic continues to ex- 
cite our citizens by its rapid spread and 
its injurious effects upon the city trade. 
Several farmers were in the city yester- 


day offering $8 per day for teams to 


haul their cotton into town, as they 
were afraid to bring their own teams 
where the disease was raging. But few 
wagons were at the market yesterday, 
and supplies were necessarily cut short. 


All the wood hauled into the city from 


the country were drawn by oxen. 
One of W. C. Stronach & Co.’s drays 
was drawn by oxen yesterday. Other 


grocers and cotton factors have oxen in 


readiness, and it is but reasonable to 
suppose that every dray in the city will 
be — by this “slow but sure“ means 
before Saturday night. 
We yesterday visited 

THREE LIVERY STABLES, 
At Wynn, Yancy & Co.'s on 
Morgan street, we found ſorty eight 
horses attacked with the disease, only 
one sturdy old fellow resisting. The 
proprietors with their large corps ol 
attendants were using all the means at 
their command tor the reliet of the 
norses, and but very tew exhibited 
signs of distress. It is thought that the 
racer, “Pomeroy” will not survive, and 
“Loper” the race trotter, begins to show 
alarming symptoms. This stable, the 
largest in the city, has suspended busi 
ness entirely, and are hiring horses to 
fillthe Omnibus contract for the Yar- 
borough House. § 
At Messrs. Dunn & Co.'s stables on 
Martin street, there are about twenty 
horses, none of which have been at- 
tacked as yet, and every precaution 
has been taken by the proprietors to 
prevent it. The stables have been 
thoroughly cleansed out, and several 
disinfectantstused such as burning tar, 
\ssafoetida, turpentine, &c. 
At Kelley & Co’s stables on Salisbury 
street, where there are seventeen hor- 
sy3. We found no cases of the malady, 
4nd the same precautions were being 
used as at Messrs. Dunns, with the addi- 
tional precaution of closing up the 
draught holes, and the burning of leath- 
er asa disinfectant. The

extends to every ward and in every 
quarter. Some of the horses in pri- 
vate stables are suffering a great deal. 
C. D. Upchurch, the Deputy Collector 
of Revenue, has a very fine horse he is 
fearful of loosing. As yet none have 
died, though it is feared that when the 
disease becomes general, the poor over- 
worked horses that have been and are 
now suffering from the corn malady, 
will die fast. 

The rumor that the malady had made 
its appearance at the mule lots of the 
Kentucky drovers is incorrect. As yet

suffer from influenza. Your animals are 
still less prepared. One of the most 
important of our considerations relating 
to health should be the protection of 
the nerves of smelling, first and second 
class. And especia ly is it necessary in 
the case of some oi the lower animals. 
the second class of nerves being 80 
greatly extended in them by the tur- 
binated bones. These are thin plates of 
bone, rolled up and placed one in each 
nasal chamber, and covered throughout 
with the membrane on ‘which the olfac- 
tory nerves are distributed. “These 
air-passages are so placed that the 
air, in ordinary breathing, scarcely 
enters them, but when an effort is made 
to exercise the functions of smelling, it 
is drawn forcibly through the passages, 
and made to enter the cavities among 
the folds of the surface in contact with 
the odors inhaled.” These secondary 
nerves are of the highest importance to 
the lower animals. They judge of their 
food first by smelling it. ‘The dog, vul- 
ture, and horse are hizhly favored in 
this respect. 

The horse ina state of nature is well 
able to care for itself, but under the 
tender mercies of man it must take 
whatever is presented to it as food or 
go hungry. 

FUNGI 


Suppose that the fungi theory were 


trne, that the air is full at certain sea- 
sons of the year with the spores, and 


that food of every description becomes 
covered with them. The lower ani- 
mals will be the first to detect the new 
odors. Their suspicion or instincts will 
be aroused, and the second class ot 
nerves of smell wili be brought into re- 
quisition. When the irritating spores 
will enter the nostrils, the odors will 
come in contact with all the ramifica 

tions. If irritating inflammation will 
follow, and the consequent choking up 
of the air pussages, which, by sympathy, 
will extend to the lower organs of smell, 
the throat becomes affected, mucus 
flows, entozoa, living infusorials appear, 


just as they do in all decaying liquid 


animul matters. Then comes a flow of 
idiotic sounding names as the sole 
remedy. The horse malady he cured 
by dint o’ Greek. 


PREVENTATIVE. 


Let any person suffering from what 
is termed “cold in the head” apply to 
the forehead two or three folds of 
warm new flannel, secure it with ta 

or cord. In twelve hours relief will 

obtained. The secondary nerves of 
smelling will be stimulated to healthy 
action ; breathing through the nostrils 
will be affected it the remedy is applied 
in time. The horse has much more 
need of protection in this respect than 
man. First, becouse its secondary 
nerves are much more extended in it; 
second, because these in the horse are 
constantly in use; third, because we 
wholly neglect to cover or protect these 


in the horse in any way. 
FUNGI.” 


I have in my possession several boxes 
of dust fungi. No. 1 contains several 
gengera collected in Massachusetts two 
months ago. No. 2 contains fungused 
leaves of the Kittatinny blackberry. 
The spores are yellow and about the 
three thousanth of an inch in diameter. 
The odors trom these produce sneezing 
and watery discharge from the nostrils, 
and at times produce all the general 
effects of influenza. The potato fungus 
disease this year in Great Britian and 
Ireland excel inits ravages the potato 
disease of 1845. The Times calculates 
the loss to be about from twenty to 
thirty millions sterung this year. 
When we consider that the pollen of 
the white pines of Canada are found in 
profussion a thousand miles from their 
vriginal place of growth, need we won- 
der should the spores of fungi be waf- 
ted three times turther? My advice is 
to protect your healthy animals as I 
have pointed out, at least until the 
present epizootic wave passes over.

A Knife Murder in BostoneeeRum

A most terrible tragedy, growing out 


of rum and jealousy, was committed at 
the West End at an early hour this 
morning. The mvrderer is a yonng 


man named Maurice Lomansly, and his 
victim was a married man named Tim. 
othy Deasy. It seems that Deasy and 
his wife were going home at about one 
o’clock, when they encountered Loman.

Both the men were drunk, and during
